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School of Music Building Rededicated

Norfolk, VA  - Naval Amphibious
Base Little Creek’s School of Music re-
cently rededicated its building in honor of
CAPT John Dockery McDonald, USNR
(Ret.); the school’s first Commanding
Officer. The ceremony established School
of Music, Building 3602, as “McDonald
Hall.”

The ceremony took place outside of
the School on an overcast Sunday after-
noon. It began at 3 p.m. with guests settled
in chairs on the lawn in front of the school,
students from the Army, Navy and Ma-
rine Corps standing tall in formation be-
hind, and the School of Music student
band formed up to the right.

The big day began with an open-

C.H.A.R.M.S. Music Assistant

Over the course of the past year I’ve seen a lot of great material submitted
from around the Fleet. Bands have been traveling, participating in important
public relations events, and touring their respective AORs on Music For Re-
cruiting tours. All of these evolutions are important and reflect positively on
Navy Music and the Navy and Program Notes is a great way to share these
success stories with not only the MU community, but the Navy as well. Over
the years, Program Notes has grown from a 12-page black and white newslet-
ter to today’s 20-page, full color layout complete with color photos to accom-
modate the articles submitted by Navy Bands every quarter.

Everyone knows that a picture is worth a thousand words, and a great
picture is priceless. But how do you get a “great” picture? You don’t need to
be a professional photographer or have state-of-the-art equipment. You do
need to have a plan of approach when you know you’re going to be at an
important event. Being prepared and having a plan will greatly increase your
chances of getting that prize-winning shot.

First of all, always have your camera with you. You never know when the
unexpected photo-op is going to occur and not having your camera handy is a
sure fire way to miss it. Along with that, make sure the batteries are fresh and
you have plenty of disk space or additional memory cards.

Next, compose your photo, don’t just “point and shoot”. Consider the
background if you have any control over that. Maybe you can move to a
better location, or use a different angle. Avoid “convergence”. This occurs
when a three-dimensional scene is reduced to a two-dimensional image and
some objects appear to be connected in odd ways. For instance, you may want
a shot of a subject standing on a famous street. You may not notice the sign
behind him in the distance because your eyes are stereo-optic and your brain
knows to focus on the subject, but your camera has no discrimination and
only sees two-dimensionally. You look at the photo later and the now the sign
appears to “grow” out of the back of your friend’s head. Also, consider the
framing. You don’t want to cut people off at the feet or frame them so they
appear to be looking at something that’s not in the photo.

Last, always, always, always take more shots than you think you need.
You can always sort through them later and choose the best one of ten, rather
than rely on the one shot you took and hope for the best. Take multiple shots
with varying angles and zoom settings. Even subtle differences can make or
break a photo. Try some shots with the flash, even if it’s in broad daylight. If
the foreground is darker than the background the “fill-in” flash will help re-
move shadows from the subject.

Whenever possible, try to send the highest resolution images you can.
Remember that screen resolution is much smaller than that needed for print-
ing. If you’re not sure which shots you like best, send them all and I’ll try and
use the ones that work best with the space available. That’s it for now. Keep
those great photos and articles coming!

Annapolis, MD - Along with messages you would expect to hear in motivational speeches to future leaders, the
Naval Academy Superintendent, VADM Rempt speaks about the intrinsic value of music and how music can enrich the
lives of Naval Officers and the people they lead. To that end, he has made sing-alongs standard fare for the Brigade of
Midshipmen and told them to “sing as loud as you can… I want you to raise the roof.”

When asked about the sing-alongs, MU1 Ira Ostrowski, the vocalist tasked with leading the songs, said: “It’s been
great. I’d much rather be more involved than go unnoticed off in the background.” Naval Academy Band Brass Quintet
has been the primary support tool for dozens of Superintendent hosted sing-alongs. Support for Morning Colors has
expanded to include playing spirit songs as the Brigade walks to class just prior to colors to reinforce the memorization
of school fight songs. More emphasis will be placed on learning and performing the songs this summer when the Class
of 2008 arrives for “Plebe Summer.”

One of the most notable changes has been the lyric revision to the Naval Academy’s alma mater “Navy Blue and
Gold.” Since the first woman graduated in 1980, 2322 women have earned their commissions here with another 670
currently enrolled. The original verses were written at a time when only men attended this institution. The Superinten-
dent felt it important that we not disenfranchise any of our shipmates so he directed that two small but important
changes be made to the first verse. In the first line, “college men” will be replaced by “colleges.” In the third line,
“Sailor men” will be replaced by “Sailors brave.” Without changing the meaning of the song, these words will make
Blue and Gold inclusive for all who cherish it.

From special joint appearances by the Naval Academy Band and the Midshipmen Glee Club during commence-
ment week, to more routine ceremonies and receptions, the band is at the forefront of what the Superintendent has
deemed a “renaissance of music” at the Naval Academy.

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Great Lakes, IL - On May 2nd, 2004, MU3 Kenny Ray Horton finally received a gold record for his song “A
Soldier’s King,” as performed by Kenny Rogers. The song appeared on Kenny Rogers’ 1996 Christmas Album, “The
Gift”.

Co-written with John Barlow Jarvis, the song tells the story of a soldier who held a strong belief and came to the
manger where Jesus was born to give the only gift he had, a medal, the symbol of valor that had been bestowed upon
him. MU3 Horton thought that since today’s Soldiers, Sailors and Marines believe in peace, they should be represented
symbolically at the place where Christmas began.

As a vocalist/entertainer for Navy Music, MU3 Horton now fronts Navy Band Great Lakes’ rock band, “Hori-
zon”. His original composition “Let Her Fly,” has become a popular staple in Horizon’s shows. “Adding the original
material to the shows adds credibility to the rock band when they open for major acts. No longer is the band looked at
as a ‘cover band’ but as a real counterpart to those in the music industry,” says MU3 Horton.

Navy Band Great Lakes’ Director, LT Kevin Bissel, agrees stating, “Doing original material makes our peers in
the civilian music industry take notice and will eventu-
ally lead to a more powerful product for our audi-
ences...”

Eight years after being written, “A Soldier’s King”
has sold over 500,000 copies making it gold. The gold
record proudly adorns MU3 Horton’s studio room and
reminds him that the next song could be the next gold
record on his wall. MU3 Horton states, “...there are
men and women out there in our military doing things
I can’t [right now]...  the least I can do is say thanks
and maybe write a tune saying how proud I am of them.
We are the liaison to the civilian community and if we
do not entertain our audiences at least as well as our
civilian counterparts, no one will care about what we
have to say. We as military musicians have much to do
and to tell, especially right now. There is no better time
to raise the bar...”

Navy Musician Receives Gold Record

Normandy, France - On the morning of June 6, 1944, Allied Forces under the command of General Dwight D.
Eisenhower launched their D-Day offensive along a 50-mile stretch of beach and rocky coastline at Normandy, France.
During what has been dubbed “The Longest Day,” more than 154,000 Allied troops, (mostly American, British, and
Canadian) landed on the beaches of Normandy, with American forces taking an estimated 6,600 casualties on the first
day alone.

Sixty years later, survivors of the invasion forces returned to the beaches of Normandy to commemorate the
liberation of France and the supreme sacrifice of over 40,000 of their brothers-in-arms. The SIXTH Fleet Band, along
with other military bands from France, Norway, Poland, and Ireland, among others, was privileged to perform for
ceremonies at Omaha and Gold beaches.

During the 5-day evolution, the SIXTH Fleet Band stayed at “Life Support Area-Omaha (LSA),” a tent city built
specifically to house and feed the hundreds of military personnel assigned to “Task Force Normandy 60.” The “LSA”
was located on Omaha Beach within walking distance of the American Cemetery, affording a superb opportunity to
visit the hallowed grounds upon which rest over 9300 American service members who died in support of the Normandy
invasion.
